The allies, especially America, hold 
Germany’s future in their hands. 
They must furnish 
Germany with 
credit, with German labor as sole se­ 
curity. 
Germany can pay a reasonable, but 
not an excessive indemnity. 
France need not fear German mill- 
tarisjn, as the government cannot 
even defend itself against strikes. 
German workmen are “absolutely 
crazy.” 
They will only go to work when 
their need becomes great. 
Germany must abolish socialism. 
Only a quick peace and America’s 
help can avert bolshevism, 
but a famous capitalist, 
severely plain little office with

autographed photographs of Wilhelm 
Hohenzollern and other former Prus­ 
sia royalty staring down upon us 
from the walls. He is a quiet, modest 
man, and in dress and general ap­ 
pearance would seem

“We must have imports to get 
in­ 
dustry going. 
We must pay most of 
our gold to get food for our people. 
We cannot pay out all of it, however, 
else the mark will drop in value to 
nothing at all. 
It is thirty pfennings 
now. It will be raised to fifty if peace 
is favorable, and to sixty if America 
lends us credit. Then would 
come 
the long slow grind to make the mark 
reach normal. 
“Since we cannot pay out the 
re­ 
maining 1,700.000,000 marges gold that 
we have the entente 
must grant 
us 
credit. 
We cannot 
expect anything 
I rom France and little from England. 
Hence America must lend us suffici­ 
ent credit to resume trade. 
The only 
security we can put up for credit is 
Germany’s labor.”

EXPECTED FHOM IHE HUNS 


Berlin, April 20~The German government 
was reported today to have decided not to ac­ 
cept the peace treaty—without waiting to learn 
the terms. 
Both the cabinet and the foreign office are 
openly defiant, figuring the allies are not in a 
position to retaliate. 
The radicals are demanding acceptance of 
any terms submitted by the allies, but the cabi­ 
net now declares final decision rests with the na­ 
tional assembly, and not with a plebiscite. 
The General opionion prevails today that the 
government has deliberately misinterpreted the 
allied invitation to Versailles, hoping to provoke 
a crisis that will enable the government to blame 
the allies if the cabinet is over-thrown by the rad­ 
icals.

OVER FIVE HUNDRED 
CASUALTIES AMONG 
YANKS IN RUSSIA 


Archangel, April 21—Since 
landing 
on the Archangel front ias|, Septem­ 
ber, tile Americans have suffered 52* 
casualties, 
Of these. 196 were fatali­ 
ties, there having died of disease 
or 
been killed nine officers and 187 men. 
The men wounded consist of 12 
offi­ 
cers aud 320 men. 
The losses of the 
Americans on the North Russian front 
during the last month have been ex­ 
tremely light, as most of the recent 
fighting lias been done either by the 
newly formed Russian troops, who are 
campaigning bravely, or the British. 
According to the latest information, 
which is believed to be authentic, the 
Bolshevik! have given the freedom of 
Moscow up to 9 o’clock at night 
to 
Malcolm V. Arnold, of London, Ohio, 
and Bryant R. Ryall. of 
Bloomfield, 
N. J., two Young Men’s Christian As­ 
sociation secretaries, captured at Rpl- 
shoe-Ozerki, and have released 
and 
sent out of Russia by way of 
Stock­ 
holm three of the ll American 
sol­ 
diers known to have been captured. 
A total of 43 American soldiers are 
missing, but outside of these ll 
men, 
and perhaps 
one 
other 
who 
was 
known to be wounded severely 
in 
a 
hospital 
near 
Bolshoe-Ozerki, 
the 
others are still unaccounted for. 


21.)—The German peace delegation is 
going to Paris, confidently expecting 
to wreck the allied peace 
machine- 
This is plainly evident today from 
statements in the Berlin Press, as well 
us the attitude of the foreign office. 
The delegation is expected to leave 
for Paris on Tuesday. 
Some reports 
have been circulated that the govern­ 
ment may hold a plebescite to decide 
whether the allied terms will be ac­ 
cepted. 
Oddly enough the Germans plan to 
employ the same tactics which brought 
America into the war two years ago. 
The foreign office theory is that the 
allies will not call Germany’s bluff if 
the delegates announe their deter­ 
mination to refuse to sign the terms. 
The diplomatists here figure the 
allies will not and cannot retaliate ef­ 
fectively if the German representa­ 
tives balk—the same as Count Von 
Bernstroff and other members of the 
foreign office crowd calculated in the 
spring of 1917. 
The new republic has entrusted its 
destinies to a group of diplomatists 
who have not hanged in any way from 
those who directed Germany’s policies 
before the revolution. 
“ We believe the terms reported 
from Paris are just entente propa­ 
ganda to prepare the German people 
for the hardest possible 
peace 
so 
they will appreciate the terms actual 
ly offered, which undoubtedly will be 
much easier,” a member of the foreign 
office told the United Press. 
“It is clever peace propaganda, but, 
fortunately, we see through it.” 
It has been reported that the Ger­ 
mans plan to tear up the peace terms 
and refuse to sign them 
and 
then 


fice is expected to frighten the allies 
into believing Germany will pay no 
indemnities if the bolshevik! get con­ 
trol of the country. 
This is purely bluff, because 
the 
foreign office has absolutely nothing 
to do with Bolshevism 
in Germany. 
Neither can (he allies be blamed for 
the present conditions in Germany 
since the present government is de­ 
liberately ignoring the unrest, saying 
it will disappear as soon as the 
al­ 
lies grant a favorable peace. 
The 
fact is, Germany’s internal troubles 
will no more disappear as the result 
of peace than they faded when it was 
announced that allied food had arriv­ 
ed. 
Most of the German people say the 
present government will not last any­ 
way, hence if it threatens to quit' if 
peace is made in accordance with Ger­ 
man ideas, it will be an exuse. ami 
nothing more. 
It is safe to estimate 
that the majority of the 
Germans 
favor accenting anv Deace, but the 
foreign office is w iling to endanger 
the entire people for the sake" of re­ 
viving German’s “ independence,” Mil* 
itariaticallv and capitalistically. 
The ra d ia ls who probably would 
overthrow the government in case of 
a refusal to accent the peace terms, 
are ready to sign any peace—and then 
make the royalists pay 
their 
bill. 
They have developed plans to put this 
into effect. Th°y are enthusiastically 
looking forward to early May, anti­
